EMOLITION 
work has begun 
as part of a scheme 
to provide more 
than 40 new homes for 
social renting on a 
Hackney estate. 

Bridport House, on 
Colville Estate, Nl, 
is currently being 
demolished and rebuilt, 
replacing 20 flats with 
41 new homes for 


residents, who have been 
temporarily re-housed. 

Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, Cllr Karen 
Alcock, paid a visit to the 
site on 15 June to see the 
progress being made - 
along with Maggie Worster, 
Chair of the Colville Estate 
Tenants and Residents 
Association (CETRA), and 
other CETRA members. 

Miss Worster said: “This 
is the end of over nine years 
of work, and the start of the 
next phase. It’s going to be 
the jewel of our crown.” 

Cllr Alcock added: “This 


is good news for residents 
as work is getting under 
way. The Council is 
committed to ensuring the 
continuing regeneration of 
our housing estates. I am 
delighted we are seeing the 
first new council housing 
being built for many years 
in Hackney, providing top 
quality homes for local 
people.” 

The new homes at 
Bridport House are 
expected to be completed 
by next summer.

T HIS spring, after 
waiting in vain 
for years to get 
a sought-after 
allotment plot near Stoke 
Newington, Angela 
Rangecroft dug up her 
back garden and started 
sowing seeds. 

“I decided not to wait any 
more,” she explains. Last 
winter she and two friends 
realised there was no branch 
of the Women’s Institute 
in Stoke Newington, and 
so she said ‘right that’s it - 
we’re going to start one’. 

Since then, like Angela’s 
make-do allotment, the 
group has grown and 
flourished, and now has 
over 50 members. 

There is a touch of 
rebellion in what Angela 
finds fun: whether it be yarn 
bombing a tree; guerrilla 
gardening in a park; or 
challenging the fuddy 
duddy image of the 
Women’s Institute. 

But cheekiness aside, there 
is a mix of serious stuff too - 
like campaigning for a rape 
crisis centre in Hackney, and 
helping save and re-launch 
the Sandbrook Playgroup 
earlier this year, which she 
clearly finds very rewarding. 


“We worked really hard 
and it’s exciting to offer 
something much more 
flexible that fits in with 
people’s modern lives. It’s 
a home-from-home and 
children feel comfortable 
there,” she says. 

Angela is a big believer in 
getting involved. “I’ve lived 
in this community for 20 
years, and my feeling is that 
I might as well invest in it 
and look after it,” she adds. 

Her three children, aged 
20, 18 and four, have 
grown up with her and her 
partner in Stoke Newington, 
and she has been closely 
involved in the schools 
they’ve attended.

“When I moved here I 
recognised the need to be 
engaged with my children’s 
education, and they have 
done very well.” 

The kids also enjoyed 
Woodcraft Folk and the 
youngest now goes to 
a newly-formed group 
for children under six, 
Woodchips. Angela says: 
“It’s not like Brownies 
or Scouts. It does have 
camps and trips, but 
it’s parent-led, it’s 
non-competitive 
and mixed 
sex.” 

She speaks 
with pride 
of how 
Woodcraft 
Folk 


encouraged her son, when 
he was 1 1, to lobby at the 
Houses of Parliament for 
a mention of the climate 
change Bill in the 
Queen’s speech. 

“When he then saw it 
happen, he could see the 
democratic process working 
and recognise that he could 
be part of it,” she says. 

In October, Angela 
will start learning how to 
facilitate parenting courses 
with St Mary’s Church, 
which involves sharing 
experiences and stories and 
encouraging discussions 
around different ways to 
engage children. It’s clearly 
part of her recurring urge 
to give something back; 
help shape a community; 
and simply be part of a 
supportive network of many 
different kinds of people. 

For work, Angela teaches 
media studies to 16 to 
19-year-olds at Stanmore 
College in Middlesex. She’s 
written in the national press 
about the challenges and 
rewards of teaching young 
people from the inner city, 
and is working on a book 
about parental engagement 
in education.

Don’t ruffle their feathers 


IT’S that time of year when 
baby birds can often be 
spotted in Hackney’s parks 
and gardens. 

Calls from the public 
about the plight of chicks 
that appear to have fallen 
from nests have been 
flooding the phone lines of 
the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds’ (RSPB) 
London office recently. 

But according to the 
charity, although these 


chicks may seem to be 
abandoned, interfering 
with them will do more 
harm than good, and the 
kindest thing is in fact, to 
do nothing. 

The RSPB is advising 
people to let nature take its 
course, adding that the 
shaky period when chicks 
first leave the nest is all part 
of the natural process of a 
young bird learning to 
survive on its own. 


Human intervention may 
lead to birds abandoning 
their chicks. Baby birds 
become independent 
around two to three weeks 
after they leave the nest. 
During this time, they 
appear motionless on the 
ground and chirp loudly. 

If you want to give birds 
practical help, provide a 
shallow dish of water. This 
will ensure both the adults 
and young birds can bathe 


and drink. Leftovers like 
grated mild cheese, 
porridge oats and small 
pieces of un-salted cooked 
potatoes will provide them 
with energy, as will 
birdseed mixes, sunflower 
hearts, nyjer seeds and live 
or dried mealworms.

Whose Map Is It? Iniva at Rivington Place, 
Rivington Street, EC1 , until 24 July. 

NINE contemporary artists from across the 
globe use Rivington Place’s adaptable space 
to explore new approaches to mapping. Using 
film, installation, print and audio, the artists 
engage with social and political issues, and 
new technologies. 

A Thames river map focusing on the 
north-south London divide; an interactive 
magnetic puzzle map of the Middle East; and 
an audio installation about the history of 
rumba are some of the ways artists have used 
maps and mapping techniques.

Keep Me Posted, 67 Wilton Way, E8, 2 
July-26 September 

I’LL admit, I find it a little romantic to 
receive post. Not two-for-one offers from 
the pizza shop, although they come close, 
but a good old-fashioned, handwritten 
letter on a bright envelope. 

New exhibition Keep Me Posted, part of 
the Posted project funded by the Council, 
taps into my own - and I’d expect a large 
number of others’ - fascination with the 
medium. It explores the General Post 
Office (GPO), the institution that helped 
define it. 

The exhibition of newly commissioned and 
loaned artwork across disciplines features 
established and emerging artists, including 
Andreas Blank, Claire Brewster, Jo 
Broughton, Oliver Clegg, Julie Cockburn, 
Adam Dix and Tracey Emin. 

The old GPO was an invaluable institution 


in the UK; the service delivered up to eight 
times and day and was often relied upon to 
make same day distributions. Some, 
including the curators, have some concern 
that the uniformity of e-mail and other 
digital medium removes the personal 
nature of handwritten letters and fears 
some young people today have never 
experienced communication by post. They 
hope the Posted exhibitions will inspire 
people to put pen to paper again, as well 
as remind us of a time when 
communication was more personal and 
less generic. 

Perhaps it really was the style and 
idiosyncrasies of handwriting that kept me 
fascinated with letters for all of these 
years. Perhaps they just remind me of 
Postman Pat.

Training the brain 


BRAIN injury survivors 
from a local charity took 
part in a study to evaluate 
whether playing electronic 
games, even for 15 minutes a 
day, can significantly 
improve memory. 

Headway East London 
worked with Linton Khor, 
a PhD student from London 
Metropolitan University, 
on the project. 

The study involved 64 
people, aged from 20 to 71, 
who had suffered brain 


injury, stroke and dementia. 

The results revealed that 
performance during 
traditional memory tasks, 
favoured by psychologists, 
did improve after using 
brain-training games on 
handheld devices such 
as iPhones. 

Linton said: “In recent 
years we have discovered the 
brain is like a muscle. 

There is the potential for 
new cells to grow if they are 
exercised.” 


Explaining changing care

H ackney once 

boasted a number 
of attractive Tudor 
town houses, one 
of which was the Black 
and White House by the 
churchyard, south of St 
Augustine’s Tower, in the 
Narrow Way. 

Built around 1578 during 
the reign of Elizabeth I, the 
name seems to describe 
the older part of the house, 
which was constructed 
from lathe and plaster and 
therefore white, and a later 
addition made in the time 
of Charles II which was 
dark. This extension was 
built by Sir Thomas 
Vyner, who also 
added his initials 
to the front of the 
house and his coat 
of arms in a stained 
glass window pane. 
Also inside were 
the coats of arms of 
the first, unknown, 


owner along with those of 
the Merchant Adventurers 
and the Russian Company. 
They appeared in 
ornamental plaster work 
above the fireplace and also 
in the stained glass of the 
main chamber. 

In the drawing room 
were the Royal arms 
of James I, Charles I, 
Frederick V the Elector 
Palatine, and the Duke 
of Holstein. The original 
reason for these arms being 
included is unknown, 
but they gave rise to 
speculation that the house 
had once been the country 
residence of the Elector 
Palatine, whose wife 
Elizabeth was the daughter 
of James I, although there 
is no evidence for this. 

In his ‘The Environs of 
London’ of 1795, written 
when the house was about 
to be demolished, Daniel 
Lysons stated there was 
‘little reason’ to believe 
the story, suggesting 
instead that the arms 
‘might have been placed

there to commemorate 
some entertainment 
given to those illustrious 
personages’. 

Sir Thomas Vyner died 
at the Black and White 
House in May 1665, and 
in 1683 the house and 
land were divided between 
Gloucestershire cousins 
Elizabeth Marchant, Edith 
Lambert and Elizabeth 
Tombs. By 1765, the house 
was being used as a school 
and in 1796, the heirs of 
the three cousins sold the 
property to the Ryder 
family, who in turn leased 
it to developers who pulled 
down the old mansion and 
built new houses. 

Some of the new homes 
were constructed from 
materials reclaimed from 
the old building, and 
stone animals which were 


supposed to have come 
from either side of the 
mansion’s doorway, were 
placed on the parapets. 
William Robinson 
described the statues in his 
‘History and Antiquities 
of the Parish of Hackney’ 
in 1842 as being ‘much 
mutilated by time’ but 
bearing ‘some resemblance 
to a Dog or Phynx in a 
couching position’. 

After the house was 
pulled down, the old myth 
of the Black and White 
House being the home of 
the Elector Palatine was 
not forgotten: Frederick 
V had also briefly reigned 
as Frederick I of Bohemia, 
and the new buildings 
were thus named Bohemia 
Place, which is now the 
access road to Clapton 
Bus Garage.

THREE cycling groups have been 
awarded over £12,000 to help them 
encourage different community 
groups to get on their bikes. 

Hackney City Farm’s ‘Bust Stop 
Cycle Start’ received £4,933; 
Wentworth Nursery School and 
Children’s Centre, E9, got £2,939; 
and £4,762 went to Shacklewell 
Primary School, E8. 

The funding was part of over 
£200,000 from the Community 
Cycling Fund for London, a grant 
scheme supported by Transport for 
London (TfL) and administered by 
the London Cycling Campaign. 


Grants of up to £5,000 - or 
£10,000 for exceptional projects - 
are available every year to 
cycling, school, community and 
charity groups. 

Bust Stop Cycle Start works with 
the community providing pool bikes 
to encourage cycling as an 
alternative to public transport. 

Hackney City Farm Environment 
and Enterprise Manager, Gustavo 
Montes de Oca, said: “The funds 
will enable us to address the issues of 
congestion, pollution and carbon 
emissions, while improving people’s 
well-being and independence.”

Tackling the 
bike thieves 

A DEDICATED police team aims 
to tackle the problem of stolen 
and vandalised bikes in London. 

The Met’s new 30-strong cycle 
taskforce will patrol London’s 
streets by bike, investigating 
and tackling cycle theft and 
criminal damage. 

Funded by Transport for London 
(TfL), the team will also run 
sessions on bike marking and registration and give 
London’s cyclists advice on how to lock up their bikes 
securely in order to deter theft. 

TfL is also working with manufacturers, retailers and other 
partners to introduce a code of practice to encourage cycle 
retailers and online sellers to follow new guidelines before 
selling a second hand bicycle. 

Plans to establish one single database to record details of 
all marked bikes in London are underway and this will help 
police and retailers identify and verify the legitimate owner 
of bikes that have been stolen or are being resold. 

Steve Burton, TfL’s Director of Community Safety, 
Enforcement and Policing, said: “London’s a great place to 
get around on a bike, but the experience of having your 
bicycle stolen or damaged, or the fear that it will happen, 
stops many people from cycling - which makes us 
even more determined to crack down on cycle theft in 
the capital.” 

Residents can comment on a draft plan detailing what TfL 
and the police have done, and plan to do, to prevent and 
deter the risk of cycle theft or criminal damage of bikes.

Ingredients 

• 2 pigeon breasts 

• 2 heads of chicory 

• 400g sorrel leaves 

• 2 slices of dry cure organic bacon 

• 500g watercress 

• 3 radishes 

• Teaspoon of pommery mustard 

• Tbsp oil 

• A wine glass of olive oil 

• A good glug of sherry vinegar 

• Tbsp or more of honey to taste 

• 2 cloves garlic 

• Bunch tarragon 

• Teaspoon butter 

• Tbsp oil (not olive). 

Method 

• Slice your bacon into strips, cook until crispy 
and then reserve 

• Finely chop a good pinch of tarragon and 
crush the two garlic bulbs into your hot pan 
with a splash of oil 

• Add the pigeon breasts and after 30 seconds 
throw in your butter and then turn. Give the 
breasts another minute or just over to colour 
and then remove and reserve in a bowl. 

You are aiming for lovely moist pink meat, 
so be brave and don’t over do it 


• Add a splash of water to your pan and 
deglaze all of the delicious juices. You can 
pour these over the breasts and while they 
rest they will soak in all that fabulous flavour 

• Mix olive oil, sherry vinegar, mustard, honey, 
and a pinch of salt 

• Wash and refresh the salad leaves and wash 
and finely slice the radishes 

• Mix bacon, leaves and radishes and 
arrange in a dish. Slice the pigeon 
and arrange in a fan on top 

• Pour over your dressing and serve. 

Top tips 

• Fruits and vegetables lose nutrients and 
flavour rapidly, especially in the first 24 hours 
after they’re harvested, so the sooner you can 
get to them the better 

• Avoid bags of salad preserved in gas that 
appear fresher than they really are, and go 
for good handfuls of locally farmed leaves 
instead.
